they have allawed Chinese passengers of all kinds 
and descriptions: to-co on baard like swarms 
ofrata, This invasion, of British, German and 
Chinese veesela takes place often right through 
the night, I believe, when there cannot be proper 
superviston*excercived overthem, This fs the 
case juvarinbly when vessela are sailing at day- 
light, which is often the case: from Hongkong. 
The compradores do not know who is on 
hoard until the vessel |s underwcigh, when they 
go the rounds to collect the fares. | Now, though 
such a state of things may safely be tolerated in 
acivilized chuntry, it certainly should not be 
permitted in such a plate as Hongkong.
